which threeall things were created , as allo many 
other taxations from the ſtate, the commons are 10 
1mpoveriſhed,and oppreſled,as now they are as un- 
willing to fee a Friar come amongrthem to begge, 
asaTrooper todiftraine, & to take uptheir pawnes. 
Inſomuch as in the Country the: good people, 
{though never ſo Catholicke'& devour,) they will 
rather looſe Maſſe upon Sundayes and Holydayes, 
then they will come within a muſket ſhot of aFri- 
ar,{o much they feare to be pounded upina gentle- 
mans Hall,or ina pariſh Chappell, as their Cowes 
uſe to be, whenthey treſpatſe upon heir neigh- 
bourscornes .
